Dr. Long’s first 

prediction was “that some of you 
will continue your education for the 
rest of your lives.” He pointed out 
that Juniata has bequeathed one of 
the most valuable possessions—in- 
tellectual curiosity with orderly 
study habits. 


Continuation of formal education 
was not what he was talking about. 
Reading, participation in the great 
books, discussions, keeping informed 
on current events and establishing a 
stand on political issues and human 
problems were the opportunities to 
which he referred. 

“You will find an hour of the day 
to do this (read) even when mak- 
ing a living or changing diapers and 
dusting the home has left you tired 
and bored,” Dr. Long maintained. 


GBconp PREDICTION of Dr. Long was 
that “some of you will recall Ju- 
niata and its professors every day 
of your lives.” 

“It goes without saying that some

of these memories will be decidedly 
unpleasant—a failed exam, a frac- 
tured romance, an objectionable 
roommate... But there will be 
memories of a satisfying nature, too. 


Four years of “a very special en- 
vironment of daily contact of stu- 
dents with faculty whose common 
goal is transfer of knowledge and ac- 
quisition of wisdom” were described 


by the speaker. 


“Some will remember Juniata be- 
cause of the idealism of its found- 
ers, its trustees, and especially its 
men and women of the faculty. 
These latter serve the college well 
for a fraction of the salaries most of 
you will command. They have made 
a very tangible financial sacrifice for 
the purpose of improving men’s 
minds and for the purpose of per- 
petuating a tradition which under- 
girds all true education, that of 
translating knowledge into service.” 


HE LAST PROPHECY of the Balti- 

more physician was that “some 
of you will endeavor to give to the 
students of the next five decades 
what you received—a college educa- 
tion in a liberal arts college.” 

“We all know of the impending 
and almost inevitable shortage of 
college opportunities for the class of 
1970 .. . There are several ways to 
meet the problem . . . Some of you 
will be more than onlookers in these 
tasks . . . You will be the professors, 
the trustees, the contributors to the 
colleges of the future.” 

Dr. Long repeated that he “hoped 
for you three hopes: that your stu- 
dent days will never end, that you 
remember Juniata for the sacrifice 
and service of its faculty, and that 
you be actively concerned in the col- 
leges of tomorrow.” |

Science Grant 


HE NATIONAL SCIENCE Foundation 

has awarded a grant of $8,160 to 
Juniata for support of an “under- 
graduate research participation pro- 
gram’ under the direction of Dr. B. 
Edwin Blaisdell, professor of chem- 
istry. 

Ten students will be used as “ac- 
tual participants” for a one-year 
study of the photochemistry of dyes 
in organic solvents. Work will be 
done in the biology, chemistry and 
physics departments. 


As part of the agreement, Juniata 
will support the project by provid- 


ing $2,500 for expendable supplies 
and materials. 

Aiding Dr. Blaisdell in supervis- 
ing phases of the study will be Dr. 
Donald M. Rockwell, professor of 
chemistry; Dr. John R. Comerford 
‘50, associate professor of biology; 
Wilfred G. Norris °54, assistant onc 
fessor of physics. 


The objective of this experimental 
program, according to National Sci- 
ence Foundation, is “to determine 
through a large scale and broadly 
based trial whether providing supe- 
rior undergraduate students with an 
experience in research participation 
under the direction cf college faculty 
members can make an important 
contribution to science education.”

Mac Passes 


T= DEATH of J. Clyde McCracken 

May 11, 1959, ended a long pe- 
riod of service to Juniata College 
by one of its most loyal and best 
known employees. 

For more than 30 years (the exact 
number is in doubt), the familiar 
face—and flashlight—of “Mac” was 
seen about campus as he carried out 
his duties as night watchman. 

As a writer in The Juniatian once 
pointed out about Mac: “One can 
always depend on him to come on 
duty at dark and to be around 
guarding the grounds until dawn.” 

Mac was on duty regularly 
through this college year until with- 
in a week of his death. He com- 
plained slightly of some aches and 
pains and decided to take off for 
several days. Then suddenly, on 
a Monday morning, he collapsed at 
his home at 1916 Washington Street 
and was rushed to the hospital by 
ambulance. 

But Mac—age 72—was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. Funeral 
services were held Wednesday, May 
13

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Juniata Alumni Fund Report 


Record High of 1,393 Contribute 
$76,328 to Alumni Fund in Year 


apne YEARS AGO, a loyal band of 535 persons 
‘launched the Juniata College Alumni Fund. And, 
as Dr. John N. Stauffer ’36, president of the Alumni 
Association this year pointed out, “it has been the 
most important single cutside source of funds which 
has kept Juniata strong.” 

Now the “loyal band” of 535 has increased this 
year to 1,393—an all-time high for number of contrib- 
utors. Increasing the number of givers—broadening 
the base, as the development directors say—was one 
of the main targets of this year's program. 

These alumni, parents and friends of the college 
gave a total of $76,328.18 to the Juniata Alumni Fund. 
This was a major share of the grand total of $144,093.96 
obtained from all sources. 

Sparking the drive to cbtain more ccntributors was 
the class competition which resulted in a “joust” among 
five classes (see story) for percentage participation. 
Both Naticnal President Stauffer and Alumni Secre- 
tary Harcld Brumbaugh ’33 described this “challenge” 
campaign as “a major step in the direction of greater 
participation.” 

The Classes of 1953 and 1955 finished in a dead- 
heat for participation among the classes since 1920. 
Each had 53 percent. Actually, 1955 edged 1953 in 
total number of contributors by one, 70 to 69. 

_ In the ten best by participation for the classes from 
1880 to 1919, the classes of 80, 88 and ’91 contributed 
100 percent. | 

~The Class of 1911 topped all classes in amount 
centributed with $10,170 and in average contribution 
at $1,271.25. 

Runner-up honors in the Top Ten for amount con- 
tributed was 1930 with $5,696.93. Class of 1897 was 
second in average contribution with $346.67. 
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In addition to the funds contributed through the 
Juniata Alumni Fund, the college also received $20,609 
from foundations and $6,986 from industry and cor- 
porations, according to Charles Bargerstock °47, direc- 
tor cf development. Mr. Bargerstock listed these names 
in The Totals for 1959. 

(Editor's note: Gifts from foundations were not as 
high this year compared to the previous two years 
because of the Ford Foundation grants of $70,000 in 
1957 and $77,500 in 1958). 

The college obtained an additional $16,832 through 
its campaign among Church of the Brethren contribu- 
tors under Clarence H.. Rosenberger °36, director of 
church relations. The names of the contributors are 
included in the list which follows, but the total con- 
tributed is not figured into the class totals for the 
Alumni Fund. 

Life income contracts totaling $17,000 and bequests 
of $4,962 augmented the overall giving to Juniata dur- 
ing the year.

The 
seed of the mystery was germinated when 
one of the boys, Bob Anderson read an 
article in Life Magazine about a professor 
at C. C. N. Y. who had his students write 
a letter predicting what would happen to 
them in the next decade. 


Anderson got with a group of his 
friends, told them of the idea, and sug- 
gested they do the same thing them- 
selves. Everybody agreed that they would 
soon go their separate ways after having 
formed good friendships during their stay 
at Juniata and that this letter would be a 
very good way to keep them in touch 
with each other and guarantee getting to- 
gether again. Also it would prove, they 
believed, a very interesting study of per- 
sonality and psychology. 


Twelve boys who were rather close- 
knit as roommates and hallmates scurried 
around and wrote letters to themselves 
predicting (1) what they would be doing 
in 1959 (2) what their buddies would be 
doing and (3) what the world situation 
would be. The letters were ceremonious- 
ly sealed and deposited in a large enve- 
lope along with the May 20th (1949) 
“Juniatian,” the Spring Alumni Bulletin, 


for Stephen and Suzanne Darby. Their 
mother is the former Lois Robinson.

Goodbyes 
and farewells were said as 12 Juniatians 
left the Alma Mater to go out and live ten 
years.

As the years rolled by, the packet rests 
in Harold’s office and the boys keep in 
contact with each other by a round robin 
or circulating letter. One boy lost interest 


-and dropped out leaving “11 little In- 


dians.” But the wives that were added 
took a very big interest in the project. 


Time passed as it most certainly will do. 
The long-awaited Alumni week-end came 
on faster and faster. The group, which 
had by now named itself, TAU TAU (To- 
gether Tomorrow) met in Harold Brum- 
baugh’s apartment on Saturday, June 6, 
for the exciting business at hand, opening 
that packet! 

Of the eleven active members, eight 
(Bob, Jimmy, “Hack”, Jack, Don, Tom, 
Bruce, and Irvin) were present which was 
much better than the 6 of 15 the C. C. 
N. Y. group had. Five of the boys brought

their wives and two of these, their chil- 
dren. Herman could not come from Seat- 
tle, Wash., as they expect a child this 
summer.

Packet Is Opened 


The mystery became more intense as the 
packet was opened and the contents in- 
spected.

Then, one by one, the boys broke open 
the sealed prophesies and read them with- 
out comment. After each was read the 
prophet told how he had done and the 
others asked questions. 

Irvin predicted in 1949 that ten years 
hence he would be married, have two 
children, be making his living in a so- 
ciological field and live in Pennsylvania 
but not in a city. He hit it well. He is 
Chief Probation Officer in Cumberland 
County, lives in Carlisle, and had a child 
just recently. 

Bruce thought he would be in some 
kind of business and be earning $7,000. 
He would have a home in the suburbs, a 
collie, some chickens, two girls and a boy. 
He missed it a bit. In 1959, he is a 
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mathematician for Uncle Sam, has made 
his salary but lives in a housing develop- 
ment and does not have the dog or: chick- 
ens or family of three. The Sterners do 
have a young daughter. A number of 
others predicted for Bruce a career in 
biology. 

Don said he would teach music and 
then go to a conservatory. He said he 
would write an oratorio and a symphony. 
Also, he felt he would be quite bald. 
Teaching high school music is his work, 
but he’s been too busy to compose and he 
still has considerable hair. His predic- 
tion to “beat Bob to a set of twins” has 
not worked out in either case. 


Seventh Guess Is Right 


Tom wrote seven different occupations 
in which he might be making a living in 
1959. He showed up in the one listed 
7th—minister of the Paradise Church of 
the Brethren in Ohio. Many others had 
him pegged to be a mathematician, but 
Jack said, “if his interests change I hope 
they lead him to the pulpit. I think he has 
the material in him to be a very good 
preacher.” * Tom himself wrote, “God will 
lead me into whatever field of endeavor 
He wants me in.” 


Jack was supposed to be in politics, the 
Air Force, government work, or sociology, 
according to the others. He himself 
thought of sociology or Episcopal priest- 
hood. Jack has been in guidance and 
teaching in both college and public edu- 


cation. 


Ellsworth hit it when he said in 1949 
that he would be in the preduction end 
of some chemical or technical company. 
His work is Assistant Project Engineer 
making solid propellants. 


Jimmy wrote, “I will either be highly 
successful in the building business or just 
getting my feet on financial ground to 
start over again.” This is somewhat true. 
He has moved over into building supplies 
as a part owner and sales manager. His 
firm just opened a “Lumberteria,” a serve- 
yourself building supplies. 


Bob predicted that the ten-year ven- 
ture would be successful which it was. 
He correctly named the Alley girl as his 
wife and said they would be raising a 
family. (They had a girl baby four days 
after the reunion). He indicated he was 
going into teaching, that he would go on 
to school and probably would switch to 
law. He went on to school but is still in 
high school teaching. Bob predicted Jack 


would travel to many far places. Jack 
prophesied the same for Bob, neither has. 


Hard Times Predicted 


Some general remarks about the letters 
are in order here. There was a slightly 
pessimistic tone to some of the letters as 
1949’s graduates were predicted “to have 
the hardest time in recent years to find 
jobs.” Also, business was on a definite 
trend downward then. Several boys pre- 
dicted a depression. One wrote “Business 
seems to be steadily gcing down. I don't 
see where we're going to get jobs.” 


The world situation was tense. Most 
predictions were similar to one that said, 
“There will not be a major war but many 
tense moments.” One went philosophical 
and guessed that “some may become em- 
bittered, others more tolerant and calm; 
all will have a more down to earth atti- 
tude.” Another turned poetic with the 
statement, “Music has been called the 
speech of angels—I will go further and 
call it the speech of God Himself.” 


Finally, one boy left 1949 with this 
thought, “Juniata has given its students 
something more important than vocational 
training, that is the deep appreciation of 
life itself, of people, and their distinctive 
personalities and values.”
